For all the evidence we poe - 
sese, says Professor Huxley, testifies that at least the great majority of the 
original species in each division have long since been replaced by new forms 
If, then, the various species have be cn due to separate creative acts, it follows 
that during the greater part of the time recorded by the fossiliferous rocks, “ the 
‘creation’ of the members of the water, land, and air-populations must have 
gone on contemporaneously.” 


Noone who takes a reasonable view of the character and purpose of the Biblical 
Narrative can regret Mr. Gladstone’s discomfiture. The Bible was never meant 
to be a -scientilic text-book ary more than a political vade mecum. Just as the 
principles of English Liberalism or Conservatism, asthe case may be, cannot fairly 
be deduced from it, so the idea that it has anticipated the conclusions of modern 
Science cannot possibly be maintained without either sophistry or perversion of 
the truth. Why should any such notion be entirtained? The Bible is, for us, 
the one great exponent of Religion and of morals. Willits religious ideals or its 


_ ethical teaching be rendered a whit more snbliine when it is proved that its Cos- 


mogony isin perfect agreement with Geology, and that Moses forestalled Darwin by 
tens of centuries ? Asa matter of fat, however, the ebrew Scriptures cannot be 
reconciled with Science, and were never meant to be. They were written by 
men who knew little enough about Evolution, but ve ry much indeed about the 
way of life, in its highest sense. About the one they could teach nothing, about 
the other they could teach everything—and the latter was what they cared for, 
and what we, as religionists, have to care for. Attempts at harmonising Genesis 
and Science are, therefore, unscientilic and useless. Nay, undertaken in the 
interests of Religion, they are calculated to do barm to Religion ; for their failure 
is sure to bedemonstrated, to the injury of the sway which Religion holds over 
many amind. For it is not always that the bane is accompanied by the antidote

THE ORGAN IN SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE. EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sik,—From a paragraph in the last issue of the Jewish Chronicle, 1am happy 
to learn that Dr, Jellinek, of Vieansa, is so staunch an advocate for the introduction 
of organ-music in the synagogue, and to judge from the statistics hi vives, it seems 
that our Continental coreligionists are more appreciative of the value of music in 
Divine service than the community at home. 

It has always appeared to me somewhat of an anom sly that a people so instine- 
tively musical as ours should be so persistently content to conduct. their worship 
without the powerful influence (may I- say aid!) of music—masie, the art of all 
others most entitled to the term divine’ I may perhaps be reminded that the truly 
religious should require no such extraneous stimulus to devotion « and doubtles. 
there are many who do not ; but to my mind it seems it would be perfectly legiti 
mate, and in nowise profane, were the emotion of the worshipper roused occasionally 
and directei Heavenward by the sonorous and majestic voice of the organ. I fee] 
certain that were the question put to the test, it would be found that by far the 
majority, both of the clergy and laity, would be fa yvourably inclined to the roneral 
adoption of organ-music in the synagogue. 

As Dr, Jellinck observes, however, “ everyone is of course free to object to its 
being employed for Jewish divine service ;" and Lam quite aware that many reasons 
and arguments would be put forward against its introduction. lam als9 fully alive 
to the danger that besets the sciolist who dares to venture his opinions upon a ques- 
tion of reform that may be so closely interwoven with others of pure religious 
orthodoxy, but I cannot help feeling convinced that we as a community are, in 
matters of reform like this, conservative to a fault, and Iam strengthened in this 
conviction upon reading a letter from M, Alexandre Weill, of Paris (that also ap.

paragraphs, pondering upou the sec md of which—the quotation from the Veuze:*— 
the following reflections suggested themselves to me : 

The service at the Gréat Synagogue on the first evening of Hanucah is a_ pleas- 
ing incident, especially when one learns that so favourable an opportunity was 
sized for embellishing the worship, after the ancient manner of Jews, with swee 
music, that universal lancuage, right well understood by the hearts of men, even 
of those for whom the Hebrew words of the prayers may be without meaning, To 
one not unfamiliar with art-forms, it was gratifying to observe that a sensible 
practical distinction was made which is not infrequently overlooked by those respon- 
sible for the music used in synagogae. I mean the relegation to praises sung solely 
by the choristers, and that in compositions for the individual occasion, of music 
c_ntrapuntally elaborate ; while for the usual part of the service, music ought to be 
smple in construction, and of sweet heart-appealing and mind-directing melody 
alone, that the congregation, too, may be affected«by it, through the best means of 
bringing that about, their taking part in the singing. 

But what I espe cially want to say is this, Ovcasionally I have gone to hear 
the music in St. Paul's Cathedral, at the service at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
then I have always noticed the presence of nota few business men, who were evi 
dently glad of a short interlude of devotional reflection during the course of the 
mercenary rush of a busy day of work. ‘ Does a desire for a similar religious ints F- 
val in the pursuit after Mammon reign in many Israelitish bosoms!” I asked my- 
s-lf. “Yes,” Iwas glad to be able to exclaim on many an occasion, For, when 
entering the Great Synagogue for the short afternoon prayer, | have very often 
found Jewish city men there, evidently rejoicing at the opportunity, And lalway, 
thought the Synagogue called the Great, being the Cathedral Synagogue s0 long as 
the Chief Rabbi's chair remains there, ought to provide full and appropriate means for 
soul-refreshment. 
And then, thought I, how many more business men, in the constant weariness 
and hardening of their daily toil, might be attracted to derive some of this health- 
ful refreshment and improvement (for devotional exercise must improve, wherever 
there are any aspirations for higher things at all existent), if there were there a 
daily, or alternate, full musical service, however short, and consisting but of an 
anthem and a few hymns, or chanted prayers. The synagogue’s extra expense could 
not be overwhelming, and perhaps even ought to be regarded as a communal charge, 
But to render such an evensong at all perfect in effect and value, it would be 
necessary to have in che synagogue that inspiring aid to fervent devotion, the tones 
of an organ. There is already a small gallery ready for one; and the opinion 
of Dr. Jeilinek, which you quoted, disposes, to. my mind, of all sentimental objec- 
tions to an organ as ‘a heathenish relic.’ And I do not imagine that anybody 
would think it necessary to enter upon a search after Rabbinical objections, even 
did any sach exist against the presence of this noblest instrument w herewith to 
adorn and to enhance the religious value of a week-day service, at least. 
Those able men who have voices in the management of affairs at the Great 
Synagogue might with profit consider the possibilities of giving such wholesome 
assistance to the religious yearnings of many a true Jew amid that toil-worn host 
daily labouring in the City. Many another would be grateful for this besides 
Yours obediently, ZAMRAN.

An able man, and a great has gone to the land whence no 
traveller returns, Dr, Wolfgang Strassmann died in Berlin on Sunday morning, 
after a short illness, in the 65th year of his age, The news came upon ian Ban, 
linersasa painful surprise, because it was believed that his illness, gastric feve r, had 
taken afavourable turn. On the 26th of last month, although already complaining 
of indisposition, Dr. Strassmann presided at a meeting of the Municipal Council of 
of which he was President.

Having acquired as medical assistant of Dr. Dieffenbach that gentleman's 
confidence and favour, he was through him introduced to Dr. Stromeyer, the Physi- 
eian-General of the Hanover and Schleswig-Holstein army,and was placed on the 
medical staff of thatarmy ; subsequently, however, he entered its service as officer, 
and ir. that capacity displayed such personal bravery that he was decorated with the 
listedt Cross. But all these acts had not soothed Herr von Hinckeldey, who remained 
opposed to him, and when in 1851 he wished to retura_jto Berlin and take up his 
domicile there, he had to overcome a great

This was no easy task, yet he succeeded; but it was not until 1854 that he was able 
io graduate, and shortly afterwards he passed his public examination. He at once 
enterei upon his functions as cholera-doctor and doctor for the poor in the Breslauer 
Strasse of Berlin, and it is in that part of the city that he hassince principally lived 
and to which he has devoted his labours. But his excellent qualit‘es soon made him 
a very prominent citizen ; as far back as 1863 he was elected a Town Councillor. 
and he was uninterruptedly for twenty-three years a member of the Municipal 
Council. Since the Ist January, 1875, thus for nearly eleven years, he directed the 
important affairs of the Council as its President. Up to 1875 he continued in medical 
practice, but his time was thea so much taken up. by his distinguished honorary 
ofice in the municipality, that he was compelled to give up his mejical prof: ssion 
There was no more earnest worker in the Towa Cuuncil than he. 


He was most cole 
acientious in the fulfilment of his duties. 


Ite never for once delegated his post of 
president to hia deputy, his absence from the Board being a most rare event, occurr 


ing, according to some authorities, only twice or thrice during the whole eleven 

years, He wasa member of the Lower House of the Prassian Diet from 1876. but 

at the 


ast general election in Prussia he was not a candidate owing to ill-health, 
In the Diet he was one of the most zealous members of the Progressist arty. The 
Crown Prince was one of the greatest admirers of Dr, Strasemann. Both the 
Eaperor and Crown Prince sent. messages of condolence to the family, and were 
represented at the funeral. 

It would oceupy too much space were we to enamerate the many services he 
has rendered to the Berlin community at large. Tbere will be few indeed who can 


rival him in his devotion for the good of his fellow-citizens.. The history of the 
development of the city of Berlin will ever be inseparably connected with his name. 
And yet this man, who had obtained so prominent a position among his fellow 


eas, Was imbued with one quality for which no praise can be too great. He 
ever remained a modest man, living in a retired street in the Stralae quarter of the 
town, in His. infleence upon the administration of Berlin 
was not only immense, but most beneficent, His whole life was devoted to the bene- 

\is fellow creatures, and his loss will be deeply felt in Berlin, where it is greatly 
Charity badin him one of its most devoted workers. He did much for it, 
as founder and -President of the ‘ Association against Impoverishment,.” and as 
Chairman of the “German Association for Almoary and Benevoleace.” Both Asso- 
ciatious became, under his management, organisations of magnitude, by which 
greater blessings are being dispensed to a very wide circle. He was also the creator 
cs the * Society of the Stralae District,” which, based upon Schulze-Delitzsch’s plan, 
carries out the principle of free co-operation in a model manner. His indefatigable 
labours for a Central Union of the principal Berlin Charitable Associations is on 
the point of being realised. 


Dr. Strassmann leaves a widow and two children, one a daughter engaged to be 
married to Dr, Lehmann, Private Tutor at the Berlin University, and the other a 
son who ‘tudies chemistry. His family life was ona of the happiest. 

he funeral took place on Wednesday last, at noon, As a mark of respect,

Mr. Morris Cohen, 
the English Masterat the Bagdad School, sedulously employs his influence with the 
object of procuring means in aid of vhis‘instruction, and also to bring about the 
opening of a public library for Jewi-h readers,—Mr. Spafford, an American gentle- 
man, residing in Jerusalem, actuated by generous motives, has undertaken the 
gratuitous English instruction of the pupilsat the Rothschild School. His instruc- 
tion is much appreciated by the pupils. The Executive Committee have tendered 
him a vote of thanks fcr his able and efficient services. In letters received from 
Jerusalem, reiterated applications are made to the Association to send a well-quali- 
fied English blacksmith who should teach his craft at the forge attached to the 
scnool.—In accordance with the instructions of the Executive Committee, the exist- 
ing Eoglish clavs at the Smyrna School has been discontinued, It is intended to 
reorganise a class to be attended by 40 pupils.—From various parts of Turkey the 
Association has received urgent appeals to subve ntion existino y schools for the poor, 
and the erection of. new school buildings. . These appeals require to be brought 
under the notice of the public in order that the hands of the Association may be so 
strengthened as to afford assistance to deserving Eastern communities,

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THE JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


THe appeal which, in his capacity of President of the Jewish Board of 
Giuardians, Mr. Lroxen L. Cones made in our columns last week is 
sure to command a host of sympathetic hearers. The community is not 
slow of apprehension when good work is being done for it. It has a keen 
eye for sound principles and excellent administration, and, though it may 
not be very demonstrative, it still cherishes in grateful memory the services 
rendered by its great organisations. The Board of Guardians has long since 
struck deep root in the affections’ of the Metropolitan Jews, and the attach- 
ment is all the more real beeause it springs not from mere sentiment 
alone, but from the aporoval of the julgmont as well. The idea of charity is 
one which never appeals in vainto the imagination and the emotions of Jews. 
** Merciful children of merciful fathers ” is a tit’e which the race has come to 
appropriate to itself, but of which no representatives of the race have shown 
themselves more worthy than the modern. But the benevolence 
embodied by the Board of Guardians is of a ind which, appealing to 
the intellect as well as to the heart, might not necessarily have secured the 
ready sympathies of a Jewish community. . Discretion in the distribution of 
henefactions; discrimination between the deserving and the undeserving 
poor; the substitution of industrial help for doles in money or in kind—all 
this might easily conflict with even Jewish notions of charity, That these 
principles have been kept steadily in view by the Board ever since its forma- 
tion, and that their exercise forms the secret of the favour in which it is held 
hy the community speaks volumes both for the wisdom and the persistent 
loyalty to enlightened ideas with which the institution has been managed, 
and for the sound instinet which made a general recognition of its necessity 
possible. If imitation is the sincerest flattery, then the Jewish Board of 
(ruardians has ample ground for contentment, It has its offspring in every 
English town possessing a larze body of Jews. Organisations which are 
reduced copies of itself, and which avowedly exist for the purpose of carrying 
on its work, have sprung up in Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, and 
elsewhere, Nay, its wise-hearted mode of dealing with distress has won 
the fullest acknowledgement outside the community, and its vigorous, yet 
prudent attempts to grapple with the greatest of all social problems have 
distinctly added fresh lustre to Jewish reputation for philanthrophy. 

The value of the work accomplished by the Board finds ample recog- 
nition in the communal mind. No one will have read with aught but 
sympathy the appeal from Mr. Lionet L. Coney, which we printed last week. 


But just as the operations of the Board have their mainspring in some- 


thing more solid and reliable than meré sentiment. so the response to the 
Presipest’s letter must not be confined to the purely emotional type. The 
plain fact of the cases are that the institution is in debt. and only monev can 
suffice to relieve it from its difficulty. The theoretical adenivation ita 
work which prevails so widely must be translated into something far more 
tangible, if that work is to be prosecuted with all the old efficiency. Fami- 
liarity with the benefits conferred by our greatest communal : charity— 
familiarity born of long enjoyment—must not blind us to the maenitu le of 
those boons. We hardly realise what the state of things would he were the 
Board suddenly to discontinuefits labours, It is not too wuch to say that 
the communal mechanism would be entirely disorganisel. The flood of 
poverty and suffering which hitherto the Board has contrived to keep within 
honnds would become a dangerous torrent, with which individual effort would 
find itself utterly powerless to cope, The thousands of applicant: that have 
been wont to receive careful hearing in Devonshire Square would press their 
claims on those who would have neither the leisure nor the ability to sit in 
jutgment on them, The old evil of imposture, now kept in check, would 
break ont anew, Those industrial labours, which more than any otber branch 
of the Board's efforts have been most fruitful in encouraging r sults, would 
be at a standstill. The self-helpfulness of the poor, deprived of all stimulus, 
would languish and die, and pauperism flourish more vigorously than ever, 
oth for the poor and the community, the disappearance of the Board of 
Guardians would be a calamity of the worst kind. Such a disaster, of 
course, is not likely to happen. If we try to outline some of its features it 
is only the better to bring home to the consciousness of our readers the true 
value of an institution which fills so large a place in the communal organisa- 
tion. The Board is indispensable to the community ; but, that fact being 
recognised, the support extended to the Board ought to .be proportionately 


generous, 


_ The point has nothing novel about it, unfortunatel7. The President 
of the Board has to make his appeal year after year, though, considering the 
importance of the work performed by the institution, and the utter chaos 
which would result if it existed no longer, there ought to be no necessity for 
such appeals. If every Jew in the Metropolis did his duty the subseription- 
list of the Board would present a far different appearance. Something more 
than.the conventional guinea, which is freely given to any fi'th-rate charity 
that | kes to ask for it. would im most cases constitute the ecoutribution to an 
Many 
a nameé, too, now conspicuous by its absence from the subseription-list, would 
have a place in it, 


organisation which performs the work of a hundred such charities. 


In lee the contributors to the Bo irl sh le 
every metropolitan Jew of sufficient means—and they need not be large— - 


instead of comprising a chosen few, as they do now, On what principle of 
justice men can quietly profit by the operations of an institution, an lwith- 
hold from it even the most slender support, passes our comprehension. We 
are bound to point out that these who should be foremost in assisting the 
Board are the most flagrant offenders in this respect, Ninety-five per cent. 
of the persons relieved in Devonshire Square are foreigners ; and yet this 
fact seems to have he effect well-to-do foreicn Jews, save that of de. 
t Tring them from ex -operating in. what should be a most ngenial work hy 
subscribing to the institution that does it. Truly the ways of certain con- 


sciences are past finding out ! 


Nor is this all. The Board is notonly doing philanthropie work which, 
under less complex conditions, would necessarily devolve upon each individual, 
but it is labouring manfully to raise the character of the community, and so 
to strengthen its hold upon the general esteem. The strength of a e ain 
is pvoverbially that of its weakest link, and the reputation of English Jews 
must of necessity be largely determined by the character and the habits of 
the humblest hawker or glazier of the East End. The Board of Guardians, 
by its beneficent labours among the poor, is indirectly helping to strengthen 
the communal good name. The large numbers of indigent persons that 
flock to this country from the centres of persecution must be shown, notonly 
dl, low they are 


for their own sakes, hat for the sake of the eomrn miity as WwW 


to alapt themselves to the new conditions in whiel they are placed. They 


must be helped out of the slough of pauperism, and their feet set on the 
firm ground of. indepentence. They must be taucht to eonform to Kachs 
ideas about dress and cleanliness. They must be shown the va'ue and tho 
necessity of observing simple sanitary laws, For such important ends no 
ly uly of men are toiling more zealously, more syst tically, OF OTe 
fully than the Jewish Board of Guardians. The Board is reseting many a 
family from want, from sickness, from misery of many akin tl; bat it is also 
saving the community from “the defeat of fame” which would inevitably 
result were no attempt made to bring the immigrants from Russia and Rou- 
mania within the influence of civilisation. It is not only the welfare of the 
poor, but the reputation of the community which is involved in its efforts. 
Nor must its value as a link between the two extremes of the social 


body be forgotten, Thechasm that divides rich from poor, the East from

BY THE KEV. DR. HERMANN ADLER, DELEGATE CHIEF RABBI, AT THE BAYS- 
WATER SYNAGOGUE ON SABBATH HANUCAH

The Preacher having descanted upon the mighty poWcr of conscience, the 

voice of God in the heart of man, disclosed in the text, proceeded as follows 

The whole of Scripture has been given tous for our edification. Weare not merely 
to be enthralled by the stirring narratives Of Holy Writ, but they are to serve as a 
warning and an admonition. As we cume tothis verse We must ask ourselves, Has 
itany practical application to us? We have not, of course, cast any brother of ours 
into a pit, or sold him into slavery for twenty pieces of silver. But is thereany 
relative of ours who has seen happier days, but who fell into monetary embarass- 
ments, and was reduced tosore straits? He besought uz; we saw the anguish of 
his soul: and we would not hear; we hid ourselves from our own flesh, Or we 
rave them a pittanve for their sustenance, but accompanie! our miserable bounty 
with rude and unmannerly words, and caused them to feel, ah, how acutely, how 
bitter is the bread of dependence. 

But we are’not justified in confining the word, 2°ON, our brother, to sons of 
the same parents, or even kinsmen by blood. Every member of the great family of 
mankind, and especially those who are linked to us by the tie of a common faith, 
are justiy Cenominated our brothers. Are we verily gulity conce ning our brother. 
in that we saw the anguish of his soul when he besought us and we would not 
hear! Brethren, the fact cannot be too strongly pressed home to us, that we stand 
face to face with a difficulty which is continually assuming greater dimen-

Hence it comes. that many of our brethre uare ina plight as pitiful Te 
that of Joseph, when cast into the pit. They-are huddled together in tenements 
rotten and. poisonous, putrid and pestilential, the floors, walls and ceiling reeking 
with the impurities of many years of neglect, and lacking all provisions which 
fit them for habitation. There are some condewned to linger in underground 
cellars damp and unwholesome, into which the sun of Heaven never penetrates, 
where candles have to be lit in the middleef the day shedding no gladness. And 
further evils are engendered by this constautintlow. The new arrivals are for the 
major part artisans, but not skilled craftsmen. © Tailors, and pressers, bootmakers. 
and rivetters, this is the one answer monotonously returned to the question as to their 
occupation, But the labour market is already overcrowded. ‘The new comers. there- 
fore, willingly accept the smallest wages which enable them to keep actual starva- 
tion from themselves and their families. ‘J hey arecontent to workin unwholesome 
workshops throughout the day, and for more than half the night. Tlenee they erow 
so weak in muscle, so emaciated in frame, so stunted in growth, and have so often 
to resort to the kindly care of hospitals, And still their lot is enviable compared 
with the fate of those, who, on accountof the glut in the laour market. are unable 
to obtain work, and who are doomed to snffer the pangs of hunger. 

You may plead, that you do not see the anguish of your brother's sovl, and you 
do not hear him beseeching vou. For, they that are most deserving are ready to suffe 
in silence, sooner than stretch out the hollow hand. And we have, happily, an insti- 
tutiop in our midst which has taken unto itself the responsibility of re pres nting 
the community's Heart and Hand. In the communal papers of this week, the zeal us 
President of the Board of Guardians sets forth, in impressive words, the “anguish of 
our brother's soul.” He speaks of the suffering endured bythe humbler classes of the 
community from that cepressiou which hus affected every trade and every industry, 
He brings before us tle thousands of deserving and hardworking artisans, who. 
owing to the harsh measure of expulsion, have swollen the already overcrowded 
industries of this count ry. When he thus beseeches you, will you not hear ? Many 
eXCUSES, L know, are ready to hand. There are Political Econvmists prepared to 
explain that all charitable relief is injurious. They will tell you that if people 
cannot get on in the werld, it is their own fault ; they are idle or improvident ; that 

itis hot wise to interfere with nature and prevent people from fceling the full con- 
sequence of their wrong doing. A warm-hearted thinker thus replies to these scio- 
lists. Suppose your own son or daughter were to fall into poverty, through their 
owD wrong doing, would you suffer them to tlounder in the slough of despond, with- 
out attemyt ng to reach thema friendly handof help, And are these poor sufferers 


of vad taste inte which it had been led at one of its previous meetings, 


not our brothers and sisters! Assuredly those for whom I would plead this day do 
not endure their hardships through any fault of their own, but through a harsh 
measure which recalls the days of medieval feudalism. And must we not admit 
that our central Board of DB nevolence endeavours to afford such help, as even a rigid 
economist cannot fail to approve? It sets its face sternly ayainst the pauperising 
doles of a merely impulsive charity, It aids in improving the sanitary condition 
of our poor; it promotes emigration to America and to that Greater Britain which 
helps mercifully to deplete our tight little island. It endeavours to strike at the 
root of distress by enlarging the sphere of remunerative handicrafts at the disposal of 
our working classes. And I would earnestly commend the notice affixed at the door of 
our synagowue to the attention of our employers of labour. I can conceive no more 
benevolent work on their part than to signify their willingness to have our lads and 
maidens apprenticed to them. I could draw you many a saddening picture of the 
privations endured during this inclement season. l could picture to you the wan 
fa tie peal li cheek, the empty gyrate, the bare floor s 'TViDg as a resting place, I 
could bring before you what is more harrowing. Gentlemen and gentlewomen in 
the fullest sense of the word, who dwelt in comfort in Germany, and who are now 
alone and friendless. well-nigh starving in the streets of London, fabled to be paved 
with gold, but in sad reality wetted with the bitter tears of the care-worn and ont- 
cast. “Shall we be verily guilty concerning our brother in that we see the anguish 
of his soul. when he beseeches us and we will not hear?” Our text continues, “ there- 
fore is this distress come upon us,” IT will not stay to picture the pang of remors+ 
which sooner or later mustafflict those who live but for themselves,and who amid al! 
their gaieties, amid their parties and concerts, in the threatre and at the card table, 
will not permit a thought of their kindred who pineand suffer and languish to intrade 
upon them. Batbearin mind, my brethren, that the presence of so great a number of 
forcigu Jews cannot be regarded otherwise than as a source of potential danger. We 
have. thank Heaven. achieved an eminent position in thiscountry. I declare, with- 
ont bositation. that this achicvement is a great measure due to the care we have 
hitherto devoted to the physical welfare and the moral training of our poor. It is 
throneh them that we rise: it is through them that we may fa'l. Yet, itis on 
hivher than mere utilitarian grounds that I would invoke your charity to soothe 
and heal and bless. There is an Italian proverb which is acted upon in all countries,

All the combinations of diplo- 
macy cannot check the more or less legitimate aspirations of the various races 
which inhabit this portion of the East. 
With an inconceivable impradence, they have embarked upon an adventure which 
might be fatal to their country without the benevolent support which certain of 
the Powers will not fail to give them when the day of reckoning arrives. It would 
p» well to put a bridle on their excessive arrogance and hatred of foreigners. But 
this is not the moment for recriminations, The Servians, rightly or wrongly, have 
taken the field and invaded Bulgarian territory. Blood has been spilt, in spite of 
all efforts to prevent the fratricidal conflict, and God alone knows what the future 
may have in store for the unhappy population of the two countries, 

Our coreligionists worthily fulfil their duties as citizens; each in his own sphere 
and according to the measure of his means, Despite the hostility of which they are 
often the object, they pay their tribute to the country, and do not shrink from any 
sacrifice that msy be required of them, All these communities are interesting in 
more respects than one, I propose, therefore, to give a few sketches of some of 
these communities, treating only of the situation and the customs of the Jews, 
without in any way touching on the events of the war, . 

I arrived at Widdin by way of the Danube, after having passed, near Orrova, 
To anyone who knew Widdin whilst it was under Tarkish 
Hlaif of the town is sfill in ruins; entire 
quarters consist of nothing but heaps of rubbish. The difference between civilised 
Europe and this scene of destruction is enormous, Atone timea celebrated town, 
Widdin now numbers only 14,000 inhabitants, of whom, according to recent statis. 
They dwell in the interior of the Citadel, in houses which are 
comparatively comfortable, They no longer wear the Fez,as in the days of the 
Turks, but the Russian kalpack ; the women are attired in European costumes, with 
the exception of the more aged, who wear a head-band consisting of pieces of gold 
or ducats, and surmounted by a silk handkerchief.

In the family circle the Jews 
speak the Judeo-Spanish jargon ; but I have met several young men who can con- 
verse in French and German, 

The community is fairly enlightened, It possesses various benevolent institu- 
tions, which denote a wholesome spirit of solidarity. Its school, founded in 1874 
by the Alliance Israélite, is excellent, and contains about 150 pupils, The com- 
munity devotes to this school half of its revenues, amiounting to nearly 14,000 
francs, The handsome synaroygue having been destroyed ia the war of 1577, the 
principal class-room in the school serves as an oratory. A new synagogue is about 
to be erected on a large plot of groudd presentea by the Manicipality. 

The materia] situation of the Jews has become very precarious since the last 
war. With the exception oi a few who are in comfortable circumstances, the greater 
portion may be eaid to live from hand to mouth, Trade is no longer in the hands 
of the Jews, the Bulgarians, in order to exclude the former, haviog fixed Saturday 
as the market-day, Our coreligionists are very strict in their religious observancs, 
60 that not a single one,even at the risk of beiag absolutely in want of bread, would 
think of desecrating the Sabbath, The interiors of the dwellings, nevertheless, have 
the appearance of a certain desree of comfort ; tables are laid according to Western 
customs, and the use of the knife and fork i+ general, The reason is that Widdin 
is but.a few hours’ distant from Austria, and the Jews assimilate themselves more 
easily than other races to European habits and civilisation, Contrary to whit 
occurs in other Eastern countries, early marriages are not in vogue among the Wid- 
din Jews, the usual age being 25 years for males and 2) years for females, 

The community is administered by a Council of Notables, which fixes the 
budget. Its decisions ere sanctioned by the local authorities. One of its members, 
M. Haim 8. Mordechai, was last year elected Mayor of Widdin by universal suffrage ; 
but as he is an uneducated person, he had to be replaced by a more competent citi- 
zen. Asa solatium, he received the post of Deputy-Mayor. The Grand Rabbi, M, 
Joseph Ventura, a man about 60 years of age, was formerly a merchant whom 
reverses of fortune caused to adopt a rabbinical career. Like the bulk of his East- 
ern confreres, his knowledge is very limited, and is restricted to a smattering of 
Hebrew theology. Generally speaking, the women are not educated, their kuow- 
leige being confined to domestic ma‘ter-. The v. ry few young women who speak a 
European language are former pupils of a girls’ schoo! founded by the Alliance 
some years ago, but which had to be closed from lack of means to maintain the 
institution. At present a number of Jewish girls attend the Buigarian schools. I 
cau affirm with pleasure that here the Jewish woman enjoys more consideration in 
the midst of the domestic circle than is generally the case.in the East. 

On the left bank of the Danube, almost opposite Widdin, stands the smal! Ron- 
manian town of Kalafat, the centre of 2 large trade in cereals. I jourceyed to this 
place by steamer, the crossing occupying 25 minutes in going and 15 minutes in 
returning. It is only since the last 25 years that Jews have been settled at Kalafat 
The congregation consisis of 48 families, 40 of the Sephardi rite originally from 
Bulgaria, and 8 Ashkenasim. Nearly all are in a fair worldly position. They pos 
ses6 an Oratory, and have collected about 8,000 francs towards the building of a 
synagogue. Some young men have founded a benevolent society under the designa- 
tion of “ Machaziké Toba.” Several of the Jewish children attend the Greek, in 
preference to the Roumanian schools, from fear that in the latter they might pos- 
sibly be molested, The members of this small community live in perfect harmony 
with each other, which promises for it a bright future, provided the Roumanian 
authorities do not molest it in any way. It is presided over by M. David Botton, a 
most estimable gentleman, The neighbouring village of Cita also contains some 
Jews, who carry on a trade in cerea's. These details, however, did not greatly 
interest me, and I hastened to return to Bulgaria. 


The Jews in the different countries affected by the war in the Last continue 
to give further proofs of that patriotism to which we have already had occasion 
to call attention. The Jewish community of Adrianople, at the beginning of 
last month, placed at the disposal of the Turkish Government, 150 chariots for 
the conveyance of munitions of war, and it has al:o-offered 300 tunics for soldicrs 
who may be sent to the fronticr. Jewish ladies have likewise co-operated in 


this patriotic movement by preparing linen and clothing for use in the Military 


Hospital,

In the S rbo-Bulgarian compaign Jewish soldiers have greatly distinguished 
themselves, and in one instance a troop of some 500 Bulgarians, from want of 
oflicers, were led during the fighting before Widdin by a Jew by longing to the 
reserves, The investment of Widdin by the Servians has caused a “wegeeel 
stampede of the pop ilat on fr town. About Jews, withonrt shelter 
OF ineans of support, have with other fugitives, taken ref wre at WKalafat. which 
is sltuated on Roumanian territory, The Jewish congregation in this town bas 
treated the strangers with the utmost generosity, but being restricted in numbers 
vad in means, it has been unable to supply all the Wants of the refugees, the 
majority of whom are women, children, and intirm persons of both sexes, Some 
slight pecuniary assistance has alr ad y been sent from bur hare st Buda- 
Pesth. The Mani ipality of Kalafat have facilitated the admission of al! fugi- 
tives, itrespective of nationality, into Roumania, by not insisting on the produc- 
tion of passports and on the ex inination of baggage at the frontier, and has in 
other respects shown the utmost consideration for the hulgarian Jews and 
Christians, 


DR. GASTER ON THE EXPULSIONS OF JEWS FROM ROUMANIA,

“ By virtue of the discretionary law voted in 1551 by the Roumanian Chambers 
and intended to be applied to vagrants who have no home and do no work, I, to- 
gether with nine other Jews, have been exiled without a statement of the motives 
which prompted the Government to adopt this measure. As this case may be con- 
sidered typical, I apply to you, Mr. Editor. to allow space to my preacnt expostula- 
tion. I am the more induced to make this request because there are hundreds of 
thousands to whom the most primitive rights are denied, whilst the most oppressive 
dat es are imposed upon them. They are aliens in their native land; they are out- 
lawed as regards their subsistence. 

Dr. Gaster then gives an interesting account of his pursuits as a stulJent and 
aea scholar, ILis literary labours procured fos him in 1881. from the hing the 
medal “ Bene Merenti.”” In June, 1882, the Minister of Education appoint d hima 
Member of the Commission of Examiners at the Higher Schoo'’s. In September of 
that year, the same Minister appointed him to serve.on a Commission (Jury) for the 
examination of candidates applying for Professorships of the Roumanian language, 
In 1883 app ared his great work on Roumanian Literature, and obtained for him an 
appointment at the Athenaum and in the Geographical Society, which wes presided 
over by the King. Ile was also Public Lecturer on Koumanian Literature at the 
University of Bucharest. and the author of a Roumanian Chrystomothy, which is 
being published in two vols, by Brockhaus, of Leipsic.. Dr. Gaster then goes on : 

“There has been thrust into the world a reproach against me and my com- 
panions in sorrow that we were too much engaged with the Jewish question. For 
the moment I will leave out of view the discussion of the question whether it be a 
crime to syinpathise with heavily oOppre essed coreligionists, My mpathy for my 
coreligionists was limited to a concentration of ¢florte for placing them ona higher 
intellectual level, for educating them, for giving them Rouwmanian culture, and 
thereby to endow them with self-reliance, anda sense of their own worth. The 
adopted were these lu we formed a society, which now exit ts and 
will exist, whose mission it is to publish school books in the Roumanian language 
for Jewish schools. Dr. Beck has prepared a Hebrew-ltoumanian vocabulary for 
the Pentateuch, then a Biblical history, &c. It should be noticed that we worked 
for the cause unselfishly. Ve ourselves had to procure the money for printing pur- 
In 1883, I translated our Prayer-book into the Roumanian languaze, and 
caused it to be printed, | then wrote a Bible Hist ry at da sketch of Jew ish litera- 
ture, together with larger and smaller treatises. which appeared in an Annual edited 
by a friend, M. Schwartzfeld, brother of the exiled Dr. Sehwartzfeld. We have now 
arrived at the Yth series. Further, we alternately lectured to Jewish students at 
the University, and to other studious persona, My activity in the Jewish question 
has been limited to these subjects ; but it may beudde?’, that when two or three 
years ago the movement tor elm) gration asstime d great proportions, supported this 
movement. ILundreds of families who emigrated have thus escaped poverty and 
distress. Never, and I emphasi-e the word, have I written a political article for the 
newspapers. Now [ am exiled as a foreign vagrant, because | have not reeeived the 
official acknowledgment that Lam a Roumanian (the indigenate). 

* That in 1883 Leerved my time as a military man does not, according to the 
conception of the Government, alter my character as an alien. The law states with 
precisiong ‘Military service coufers no right Lo any claims. The same law pre- 
scribes that ‘strangers’ (i ¢., Jews) cannot be promoted to the rank of officers. In 
order to be considered a Roumanian we must possess the official acknowledgment. I 
will not reiterate how the Berlin Treaty has been evaded, I wi!l only mention that 
from this Government, which calls itself Liberal, and under the direction of this 
Government, only 59 Jews out of not less than 250,000 have hitherto received the 
rights of citizenship, Every petition forthe indigenate has to run a long course 
before it receives royal sanction. Sach is the dictum of the law. First,a man must 
be supplied with numerous certificates, and address himself to the Ministry of Jus- 
tice. Here the documents are examined; they. are then placed before his Majesty, 
with a Bill proposed on the partof the Minister. The King having given his sanc- 
tion, the documents are submitted to the Council ef Ministers,and then riach the 
Chambers. liere a special commission is appointed, which is to be entrusted with a 
renewed examination of the documents, If everything is in order a bill is 
elaborated upon the report of the Ministry of Justice, and is then placed on the 
Agenda to be voted upon. If there be a majority in favour, the whole matter is 
referred to the Senate. Here the same procedure is gone through with more com- 
plications. According to the new regulations two-thirds must be in favour of the 
proposed naturalisation before it can pass, This resolution is then contirmed by his 
Majesty, and th new citizen has to pay for his new patent 200 franc: I submitted 
my petition in 1880; the royal rescript referred it tothe Chambers. — First in 1885, 
then in 1884, (8 February) it was warmly supported by the respective commissions, 
and was placed onthe Agenda, Then it was removed from the Agenda, and to this 
day has not been attender. Lo, The preamble to the Bill contaived some of the facts 
cited in this letter, and recommended that I should be naturalised in consideration 
of my prominent efforts. Nevertheless, I have been expelled, and what is extremely 
remarkable, I have been eupplied with aRoumanian passport. In this sole fact lies 
the anomaly of the positionin which native Roumanian Jews are placed, If we are 
strangers, why do they give us Roumanian passports, and not send us into our sup- 
posed vative country with passports emanating from there! If we are indigenous 
how can they expect that these states should receive evicted Roumanians? It is 
of great importance to define the position of Jews who are natives and not subjects 
of a foreign Power, This was pointed out by Count de Launay at the Berlin Con- 
gress. 
‘ Merely for the sake of rendering this subject clear to all just and fair dealing 
and thinking men, I have requested you for a space in your columns to make this 
truthful representation. I have left my native country withoutill-feeling. I shall 
not cease to love it as such, The profoundest grief resulting from my expulsion 
arisea from the fact that the country so dear to me is being injured in its interésts 
by the unfortunate measures of the blind Government, aud is being lowered in the 
estimation of foreign countries,”

whom the Prussians have driven out of their country only because they were not 
bornin it. The number is large and will probably increase, and the Board must 
feel a great strain.”” Mr. Mocatta hopes that “ half a dozeg people may at once do 
the saine, and that others will follow.” “It is a most sad thing and it is impossi- 
ble to say what will be the ultimate effect.”
